When 
the doctors pronounced the old 
the hospital authorities examined the mys- 
terious paper that had been guarded so 
carefully. hey found it to be a discharge 
from the Federal army, containing special 
mention for bravery in the civil war. The 
yaper Was signed by Abraham Lincoln,

tary of War. It was dated Dec. 15, 1864.

Pocse in Pursuit of the Brigands Fail 


to Find Them but Capture a 
Riderless Horse in the Mis- 
souri River Bottoms.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Aug. 12.—The fast Bur- 
‘lington passenger and express train from 
‘Omaha was held up by five mer two miles 
north of this city at 9 o'clock last night. 
| They rolled the money safe from the ex- 
press car, but could not open it and got no 
| booty The safe, unopened, Was recovered 
two hours after the hold-up. 

Dozens of armed men are searching the 
willowe in the Missourt River bottom north- 
west of the city to-day and guarding all 
the country roads in the vicinity in the 
hope of capturing the bandits. They have 
not found the robbers, but have captured 
a rideriess horse supposed to belong to 
one of them, 


The robbers stopped the train near the 
pumping station of the waterworks. In- 
gineer Cordner was signaled by a red lan- 
tern and the train slowed up two 
masked men boarded the train. Three oth- 
ers, also wearing masks, jumped into the 
express and rolle@ the safe to the 
ground. 

They were all heavily armed 
trainmen made no resistance. 
was in charge of Conductor Willlam Heat- 
on, who ordered Brakeman Setchel to go 
back and flug the four freight trains fol- 
lowing the express. When the brakeman 
started the robbers thought his mission was 
to summon help and they shot at him a 
dozen times. Shots were fired at the other 
trainmen, but none of them were hit. The 
engineer backed the train up, leaving the 
robbers standing by the safe. The express 
messenger had told them it was unlocked, 
but it was not, and they could not open it. 
The train from which they had taken it 
went by them with a rush and they fired a 
parting shot at it. : 

An engine carrying a number of officers 
went to the scene of the robbery as soon 
as the holdup was reported, but the robbers 
were gone, The safe had not been opened. 
Th bandits had hitched -thtir horses beside 
the track, ready to leave the scene as soon 
as thelr work was accomplished. The fail- 
ure of the robbers was due to their jna- 
biilly to open the safe, after they had cap- 
tured it, and their fear of capture after the 
train escaped from them and rushed into 
the eclty. The passengers were badly fright- 
ened, but the highwaymen made no attempt 
to rob them, 

The robbery had evidently been carefully 
planned, even to the time and place chosen, 
both of which were auspicious. The details 
had clearly been worked out by experienced 
hands, although there is a suspicion whis- 
perei about that the active robbers possi- 
bly had information from a source perhaps 
not clever in actual work, but more 
thoroughly posted. It is generally told 
about, though on no definite authority, that 
the express safe was unusually rich in loot 
last night, and the robbers showed that 
they had one object in view, which was to 


secure possession of the strong@px. 

The point where the ete was com- 
mitted is only two miles north of the Fran- 
cis street station, but it is outside the city 
in a lonely and sheltered spot and with 
numerous roads and paths converging to- 
ward it,making the immediate escape of the 
bandits comparatively easy and the trail- 
ing of them difficult if not impossible. 

The robbers apparently realized the op- 
portunity of covering their tracks by sep- 
arating and following these several by- 
wavs, and this, it is surmised, was their 
reason for their speedy opening of the smal] 
safe to divide its contents and flee in op- 
posite directions.
